Complete Tour Prices Include: All transportation, hotel accommodations, 
sightseeing as outlined, transfer of passengers and baggage between 
hotels, and arriving and departing modes of transportation except Seattle 
and Vancouver, baggage handling tips at all hotels plus tour operators’ 
preparation and handling charges. 


Single Hotel Rooms: Single rooms at supplementary charge may be 
requested at most points. Single rooms cannot be guaranteed at McKinley 
Park, Valdez, Kotzebue or Pt. Barrow. If not available on arrival, 
appropriate refund will be made for difference in room rate. Single 
rooms cannot be confirmed at Nome, Glacier Bay or on Pribilof Island 
tours. 


Meals Are Not Included In Tour Except As Follows: While aboard cruise 
ship; in the air during meal time; light snacks on the M.V. Fairweather and 
Glacier Queen; lunch at Lake Bennett Station between Skagway and 
Whitehorse when rail travel included; lunch on McKinley Park Wildlife 
Tour and where otherwise specifically indicated. 


Not Included: Transfers in Seattle or Vancouver; meals except as 
indicated above; items of purely personal nature and tips to hotel and 
ship personnel, waiters and drivers. As indicated above, baggage 
handling tips to bell boys are included at hotels.

Refunds: No refunds can be made on unused sightseeing tours or 
transfers when voluntarily cancelled. All refunds will be made through 
the booking agent for the value of unused features less cancellation 
charge and/or any transportation or hotel tariff penalties applicable.

Participating Airlines: Air transportation in conjunction with these tours 
may be over the services of any member carrier of the Air Traffic 
Conference or International Air Transport Association. 


Special Information — Cruises 

Cruise Fares: Fares include accommodations, all meals and entertainment 
onbgard. The ship is your hotel throughout the cruise. Gratuities, shore 
excursions, laundry and dry cleaning, port taxes and alcoholic beverages 
are mot included in the cruise fares. Holland America’s “No Tipping 
Regyired” policy applies aboard the Prinsendam and Veendam only. 
Children’s Fares: All children under 12 occupying a lower bed as the 
second person in a room are subject to one-half of the applicable adult 
fare. Children occupying upper berth in three or four berth room are 
subject to one-half of minimum adult fare. Full adult fare applies to 
children occupying beds in single rooms. 


Single Fares: When single rate not specified, two adult fares are required 
for single occupancy of two berth rooms. 


Embarkation — Vancouver: Prinsendam, Veendam and Cunard Princess 
will sail at 5:00 p.m. from the CP Pier at the foot of Burrard Street. 
Embarkation commences at 3:30 p.m. from the waiting room and 
baggage checking area on the upper level of the pier. Passengers are 
requested to be onboard at least one-half hour before sailing time. 


Electric Current: Aboard the M.S. Prinsendam electric shavers may be used 
only if their operating current is 110V AC and 220V AC. Appliances other 
than shavers should not be used onboard without the permission of the 
ship’s Front Office. Current aboard the Veendam and Cunard Princess is 
110V AC. There are ample outlets for electric razors, hair dryers, irons, etc. 


Laundry and Dry Cleaning: Laundry, pressing and dry cleaning facilities are 
available onboard the Prinsendam, Veendam and Cunard Princess. 


Medical Services: A qualified physician is in attendance on all cruises. 
Professional services in the Dispensary are available at reasonable cost. 
Passengers requiring special medications are advised to bring them along. 


No animals or pets allowed onboard ship. 


Personal Funds: The official currency onboard is the US. Dollar. Personal 
checks cannot be cashed and will not be accepted for payment of bills 
onboard the vessel. Customarily, passengers carry Travelers Checks, which 
may be cashed at the Purser’s Office or ashore, as well as small 
denominations of U.S. currency. Most major credit cards are accepted in the 
shops onboard the ships.

Cruise/Tour prices are based on use of shared “H” and “J” type staterooms aboard 
the Prinsendam and Cunard Princess and “K” type staterooms aboard the 
Veendam.
